Circulars issuea by Superintendent 


A. S. higalls of vh.e Big Four indicate 
ttat that s>yj,tem is expe-imenting with 
a view of determining the praeticalnl- 
ty of operating trains without tram or- 
ders. For the present the following 
rules which are qu°ted from the gen- 
eral circular, apply only to the track 
between Linndale yards, ju&t outside 
of Cleveland, and Grafton, a distance 
of twelve miles. 


The circular of instruction which 


has been iss'ieci fo the trainmen and 
operators begins by defining the term, 
"in the current traffic," as meaning 
the direction in which trains will move 
on the main track. It continues to 
say: 


"Trains will run with! Ih'e current of 


traffic by block signals, whose indica- 
tions will supersede time table superi- 
ority." 
The general 
movement of 


.rains will be guided as heretofore by 
he train dispatcher, the orders when 
necessary to the running of the train 
ivill be issued b ythe -signalmen. 


Section five of the instructions con- 


ains a feature that, so far as is known 
ixs never been placed iri practical use 
The section is intended to govern the 
movement of third and fourth class 
trains when running before a train of 
superior class, and reads as follows: 


"On home or advance block signals 


i yellow light or the semaphore light 
n diagonal upward position will be 
displayed when block is clear; the in- 
iicalion for trainmen bc-irg. 'proceed 
and clear block at next siding.' The 
name of this signal will be 'sub-clear.'"

attempted however, until the trains- 
man has secured the right to the block 
in the usual manner.

lo every one who has the welfare of 
the city at heart, that the very indus- 
trial life of Newark is at the mercy 
ot fire, in view of the inadeauacy of 
the present water \\orks system. The 
situation is such that too much stipss 
cannot he laid on the absolute neces- 
sity of better fire protection for >?ew- 
anc s factories. The experience of the 
firemen at the Powers-Miller fire last 
December, and again at the Wehrle 
plant Thursday, has demonstrated be- 
yond cavil or dispute that a more ade- 
quate water works system has become 
an immediate necessity. The situation 
at present is the exact one prophesied 
by the Advocate in the campaign of 
two years ago, when the Question of 
issuing bonds for a municipal water 
plant, was submitted to the people. 
It seemed almost increditable that 
any one would oppose the proposition 
for 
city ownership, 
but the fight 


against it was taken up by certain in- 
fluences and 
"was made an 
issue. 


The principle argument used against 
the bond issue -was that there was no 
necessity for undue haste; that the 
franchise of the present water com- 
pany had until 190G to run, anil that 
it was not good business sense to vote 
a bond issue two years before the 
money was needed.

! sophistry was seriously considered by 


j some voters, but this paper consist- 
ently showed that it was necessary to 
submit the Question at that time for 
a number of reasons, first, because 
the water company could be counted 
on to attack the bond issue in the 
courts, and inVoJre it,-jn tedious liti- 
gation.

Franchise Bill. 


Columbus, April 8—The State fran- 


chise commission bill was introduced 
liy House Member Lefever of Morgan 
this morning. It places control of 
street railroads, interurbans, artificial 
gas, electric light heat, power and 
water companies under a commission 
to be known as a state hoard of con- 
trol of public service corporations con- 
sisting of three members to be appoint- 
ed by the governor for five years at 
SG.OQO a year. The commission hafe the 
power to appoint clerks, engineers, etc. 
and the expenses are to 'ee Iwne by 
>he public service corporitions of 
the state. Existing contracts are not 
affected. The board has the power t> 
regulate fares and authorize constrnc- 
iion. maintncnance. etc. The corpor- 
ations are required to report the an- 
nual showing of income, expenses, etc. 
Fares .are to be resn!ate»l upon the rc- 
qncst of either Ihe municipality or the 
corporation affected.
